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REMARKS 



Qaims 1 - 44 aie pending in this application. 



lo a Final Office Acoou mailed 28 July 2006, claims 1 - 44 have been injected under 35 
use 103(a) as being unpaiemable over Head, HI (US Paient No. 6,076,652, hereinafter "Head"), in 
viev of Pulliam et aL (US Patent No. 6,609,108, hereinafter ^TuUiam"). Applicant has ^viewed the 
eked references and ihe Examiner's stated grounds of i^ijection. Applicant has cancelled claims 1- 
15, 18-20, 31-32 and amended claims 16, 21, 30, 33-36, 43-44, The above aroendmenis to the 
claims and the folioTving aiguxnents in support of patentability aie presented in this response. 

Hie Head Patent teaches an automated assembly line that is computer counolled and 
operated More particularly, the Head axitoroaced assembly lirje relates to methods for the real rime 
asynchronous operation of a computer controBed and operated automated assembly line for the 
production of a standard product. Each of the multiple machines in the Head assembly line is 
prc^rairuned to perform a specific function in the predefined process for producing the standard 
producL There is no hint of produa customization orthe abiEty of customers lo access this system 
to uniquely define a product. 

The Pulliam Patent teaches an online communjcaiion schema for communicating online 
vehicle ortlers is provided The communication schema includes a customer request messs^, which 
includes an order message havir^ order infonnation, contaa information and vehicle configuiauon. 
The order message includes a fleet order message, a retail order message, and a tagged oixler 
message. The communication schema further includes a lead message having lead information, 
contaa information, vehicle configuration, and dealer informariorL The communicaiion schema 
further includes an order confirmation message* 

In contrast. Applicant's on-demand fulfillment system provides a user interface to enable 
customers to select from a number of available social expression products, then customize one or 
more of the social expression products that they select to match their unique needs. These social 
expression products are therefore customized to match the particular social expression needs of 
each customer. 

In addition, the stock used in the manufacturing pnxess is printable media tvhich is 
transponed to each of the successive manufacturing stations vwhere a social expression 
manufacturing module performs a finish process on the printable media. Applicant's system must 
capture the piece of printable media, roister it into place and then maintain control of the position 

of the printable media with nespect to each successive social e^sprtssion manufacnuing 
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rhrough rhe use of a self-adjusiing tianspoit elemfint. Thus, Applicant's system begins wirh a ba^e 
umt of paper azKl decorates it with ink, foil and changes the form with emboss. In addition, the 
product is pnnced Twith text and image data selected by the customer. In contrast, the assembly of a 
car is done through already prefabricated pieces bcii^ consolidated into a single produa where the 
assembly is a combination of pre-deteimined paits that are designed to go together - like a j^aw 
puzzle. In contrast, i^plicant*s system statis with the single sheet of printable media and decoiates 
it. For greeting card assembly, the same piece of card stock codd be transformed into a variety of 
finished cards, each looking different. In the case of a customer defined social esqjression card 
beii^ the customer^selected product, the printable stock may be the only common trait of the 
individual cards. In addidoA, paper is hydrophobic or water receptive and the dimensional 
instability of paper makes the registration process very difficuk as the paper z^ceives the various 
decorarive processes. "Hard" materials such as metal, plastic, and mbber do not have these issues 
and thereby do not require the rigor of constant adjustment of registration. In Applicant's system, 
this problem is addressed by the transpon: element ^fMch automatically and dynamically adjusts the 
position of the paper with respea to each manufacoutz^ module. The r^istrarion datum is the 
previous decorative process, not the base paper stock, Le. the lidio print and therefore tends to a 
digital reading to that image. For automobiles, die registrarion datum is to a member of the 
des%n assembly and there is no dimensional instabilirj^io deal with- 

Applicant has amended the independent claims 1, 16, 30 to ditea the claims to the fiekl of 
social exprcssion cards and also to reflect this ability to dynamically adjust the position of the p^r 
with respea to each manufacturing module. This ability to dynamically adjust the posirion of a 
single piece of stock is neidier shown nor si^ested by the cited Head Patent nor the PuUiam 
Patent, Applicant therefore believes that claims 16-17, 21-30, 33-44 arc now albwablc under 35 
use 103(a) over the cited Head Patent in view of the Pulliam PatenL
